This reply is responsive to the communication mailed 6 June 2002. 

REMARKS 

The Examiner identified two groups of invention: 

I. Claims 1 - 8 drawn to antibody; and 

n. Claims 9-16 drawn to a method of treatment. 

Applicants ele<5t Group 1, Claims 1-8. 

The Examiner also identified three distinct species. The species are mannose-6-phosphate, 
mannose-6-phosphate receptor and insulin-like growth factor. 

Applicants elect mannose-6-phosphate. 

Regarding the identification of groups, the Examiner has made an error in defining the two 
groups. Claims 1 and 9, the independent claims of each group, are not limited to antibody. Instead, 
the claims are directed to an inhibitor that prevents Chlamydia infection. An antibody is one of those 
types of molecules that can be used to inhibit infection and is recited in a dependent claim.

When mannose-6-phosphate is found patentable, 
the other two species will beed to be examined.
